Under it those who engaga fn ac-

bring the Sovereign or. the Govern-

There is a significant clause re- 
lating to the right to strike. It {fs 
stated that “whoever instigates, 
incites or advises a strike or a 
lockout, or any concerted cesna- 
tion of business for any purpose 
other than the settlement of a 


dispute within the trade, industry]. 


or occupation: concerned, shall be 
punished with ‘imprisonment not 
exceeding three years or fine not 
exceeding one thousand ticals.”

The Assembly has adopted the 
report of the Slavery Convention 
presented by Sir Edward Hilton 
Young, whose. announcement that 
the Legislative Assembly _ of 
Sierra. Leone’ had read a Bill 
totally abolishing slavery from 
January next was greeted with 
applause. 

Sir Edward Hilton Young drew 
attention to the unfortunate delay 
in the ratification of. the Slavery 
Convention by ma majority of 
the States.. 

The Assembly adopted a re- 
port on the conference of Press 
‘experts embodying the resolutions 
adopted by the conference and 
trusting that the Council in 
December would take the most 
suitable measures to enlist sym- 
pathetic attention from Govern- 
ments with a view to furthering
